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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues wliere the prior art of record, 
Wallace in view of Ohkubo fail to teach applying a finger of a user to a movable physical member and navigating a step upwards in a 
hierarchy of commands in the virtual three dimensional environment, and where the finger is removed from the physical member and 
reapplied to the member. Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. Wallace in view of Ohkubo teach navigating through a three dimensional 
environment using an input device operated by a user's finger movement and where the finger is moved in col. 5, lines 6-33. Thus, the 
prior art teaches navigation with a phyiscal member and moving of the finger. Applicant's further argue where the cited references fail to 
disclose wherein the virtual three dimensional environment comprises a hierarchically organized menu system. Examiner, respectfully, 
disagrees. While Wallace in view of Ohkubo do not explicitly state the hierarchically organized menu system, applicant's admitted prior art 
clearly teaches where it is well known In the art to have hierarchically structured menu system in electronic devices. Thus, the 
hierarchically organized menu system is taught by the combination. The motivation to combine Wallace and Ohkubo is whereby the 
improvement of Ohkubo combined with Wallace achieves additional control information for better navigation in a virtual systenri. 
Therefore, the combination of Wallace, Ohkubo and AAPA fully teach the claimed invention, thus the rejection is maintained. 
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
